However, it was understood that 
nm women were conscious of the fact that their homes were often cluttered with 
clothing and laundry end ofttimes, after seasonal storage, clothes had been at- 
tacked vy pests, Very little was being done to ane the situation, 


After. discussing ane clothing needs of the county at a planning conference, the 
home demonstration agent and the clothing specialist decided that a a good plan of 
attack would be to establish a result demonstration. This should be in the home of 
a leader of a community group who had been asking for individual help, The result 
denonst ration Seemed a good method to use as it would allow for direct planning 
‘with e femily, It would also give an oppor tunity to. know more about the homes of | 
the communi ty and t5 check idess to see if they were really practical. By inviting 
‘people to view the demoristrdtion, an interest might be aroused for homemeker-club_ 
preeren higieec and for eas up other. result demonstrations. ;
